In Steel Spring

HOLEE may be punched rather
easily in spring steel without

' annealing by following the pro-

cedure outlined by Popular Me-

chanics, Center-punch the spring
Just hard enough to cause a bump
at the point where the hole is
wanted, Then grind off the pro-
trusion, The operation must be
repeated until the hole fs the
diameter desired. The method
may be used on metal up to about
1/16% thick, Be careful, the mag-
